Many  obfervations,  however,  may  be  introduced  upon  account  of  the 
leveral  attempts  daily  ftarting  up  in  humble  imitation  of  the  Gentleman** 
Magazine,  but  remarks  on  thefe  alfo  are  obvious  to  thofe  that  examine 
(Su  p*  150J  them,  and  ufelefc  to  thofe  that  negle&  them.  As  we  do 
Jigned  this  work  not  only  for  general  ufe,  but  alio  for  the  entertainment 
of  GeniUnun  who  have  well  furnifhed  libraries,  it  has  been  our  aim  to . 
exhibit  variety  with  novelty,  and,  regarding  the  prefent  ftate  of  things, 
where  former  authors  can  be  of  lefc  ufe,  to  obtain  month  after  month 
fomething  more  acceptable  to  the  curious,  than  extraSfs  frtnt  common 
totks  :  but  here  our  utmoft  refearches  would  not  have  fucceeded,  had  we 
not  been  fupported  by  many  voluntary  auxiliaries,  who  have  done  honour 
to  our  endeavours,  and  who  being,  for  the  moft  part,  unknown  to  us, 
can  have  no  motive  but  to  chufe  the  propcreft  canal  for  the  promo- 
tion of  knowledge :  Yet  are  they  not  le&  entitled  to  our  acknowledg- 
ments, than  if  their  favours  were  entirely  perfonal ;  fince  we  have  more 
{atisfa&ion  from  the  co-operating  approbation  of  the  eminent  and  learned, 
than  from  the  confequences,  an  univerfal  (ale. 

This  pleafure  we  think  ourfelves  obliged  by  gratitude  to  communi- 
cate to  our  contributers,  by  informing  them  of  the  many  congratulations 
which  we  daily  receive  on  their  account  >  and  in  particular  thofe  wto 
have  favoured  us  with  ufeful  inventions,  or  mechanical  hints,  may  be 
pleafed  to  find,  that  they  have  fet  many  of  ourinduftrious*  readers  to  work 
on  improving  and  putting  them  in  practice.  We  may  here  add,  that  the 
moft  difficult  machine  f  for  which  we  offer M  a  reward,  has  been  attempt- 
ed by  feveral,  and,  if  it  is  practicable,  may  be  com  pleated.  S^ny 
have  learned  to  decipher  only  by  the  rules  publifhed  in  our  Magazines 
for  April  and  May  1 742 ;  and  our  ingenious  countrymen,  inveftiga- 
tors  of  elc&ricity,  have  been  encouraged  to  further  experiments,  by 
thofe  X  which  we  have  exhibited  from  foreign  naturalifts.  The  Cbintft 
Swan-pan  has  been  improved  to  an  unexpected  degree  ;  and  the  publick 
will  foon  be  inftru&ed  to  perform  by  it  moft  arithmetical  operations.

Essay  m  the  Origin  of  Stenography^  or  Short  Writing. 


Mr  Urban, 

IT  is  an  opinion  generally  received  a- 
rnong  us,  that  Stenography,  or  the 
art  of  Short-bandy  is  known  only  in  this 
nation;  and  tho'  ic  is  true  that  others 
now  have  it,  it  may,  perhaps,  appear 
upon  examination  that  they  learned  it 
from  us.  Thus  we  might  be  encoura- 
ged to  rank  this  art  among  our  inventi- 
ons, and  auTume  to  ourfelvcs  the  honour 
of  having  invented  a  method  of  con- 
veying and  recording  thoughts,  which, 
however  it  may,  in  the  conveniency 
and  extent  of  its  ufe,  fall  below  the 
boafts  of  thofe  that  teach,  or  the  ex- 
pectation of  thofe  that  learn  it,  is  yet 
undeniably  commodious  on  fome  occa- 
fions?  where  hafte,  or  where  fecrecy  is 
required.  It  is  apparent  that  the  pre- 
fent  age  feems  to  cultivate  this  art,  as  if 
it  was  thought  either  very  honourable, 
or  very  necefiary;  and,  therefore,  it 
cannot  but  be  agreeable  to  the  greateft 
part  of  your  numerous  readers,  to  dif- 
cover^  From  a  (pecimen  of  anticnt 
fliort-nand,  the  original  of  this  compen- 
dious practice,  and  to  thofe  of  a  more 
curious  and  phiiofophick  difpofition,  to 
ice  a  lpecies  of  fart-writing  adapted  to 
an  accurate  and  grammatical  language, 
and,  perhaps,  in  a  date  of  greater  per- 
fection, than  has  yet  been  attained  by 
any  of  our  modern  profelTors.  Since 
many  hints  may  probably  be  gained, 
many  commodious  abbreviations  col- 
lected, and  the  general  methods  of  con- 
traction, and  colligation  greatly  be  im- 
prov'd. 

I  doubt  not  but,  upon  an  attentive 
consideration  of  the  inclofed  pailage, 
u  will  be  thought  rcafoiiable  to  believe 


that  the  Stenography,  lo  much  practifed  irf 
the  laft  age,  and  revived  witn  fo  much 
ardour  in  the  prefent,  is  a  remnant  or 
imitation  of  the  Tiranian  character  now 
exhibited  to  view,  by  whatever  means 
its  memory  was  continued  among  us, 
or  by  whatever  accident  the  ftudy  of 
it  was  renewed. 

%  To  fuppofe  that  its  memory  was  con- 
tinued as  that  of  an  occult  art,  never 
wholly  forgotten,  nor  ever  much  pro-* 
pagated,  but  delivered  orally  from  mat- 
ter to  pupil,  and  by  Iapfes  of  memory, 
or  defects  of  apprehenfion,  growing  at 
every  defcent  lew  perfect,  tillat  lad,  by 
a  new  dawn  of  curiofity,  its  laftreliquea 
were  improved  into  our  modern  ftiort- 
hand,  as  a  meaner  fruit  is  produced 
from  the  feeds  of  a  better,  dropped  ac- 
cidentally upon  an  unkindly  foil;  would 
afford  no  unpleafing  or  improbable  fpe- 
cuiation :  but  as  it  is  unreasonable  to  do 
by  more  means,  what  may  be  done  e- 
qually  by  fewer,  I  cannot  but  propofe, 
another  conjecture,  which  1  imagine 
more  likely  to  meet  with  approbation. 

There  is  in  one  of  the  French  libra- 
ries a  book  of  the  characters  of  Tiro9 
collected  probably  by  fome  perfon,  who 
in  the  mic  Idle  ages  was  learning  to  read 
them?which,as  the  work  of  an  unlearned 
man  in  an  illiterate  agc,is  inuigelled  and 
indiftinct,  but  in  which  lb  much  dili- 
gence was  tiled,  that  not  lei's  than  five 
tnouland  characters  arc  to  be  found  in* 
it.

Then  the 
only  alteration  in  their  method,  it,  that 
initead  of  water  for  the  bach,  they  make 
ufe  of  whey,  or  of  freih  milk  mixed 
whh  an  equal  quantity  of  common  wa- 
ter. By  this  regimen,  fappuration  is 
brought  about  very  quickly,  fo  that  the 
puftuJes  (cale  off  the  fourth  day,  without 
fearing  any  fears,  or  being  attended  with 
any  of  thofe  accidents,  which  render 
the  fmall-pox  fo  formidable. 

Mr  Fi'cber ;  being  convinced  with  his 
own  eye's  of  the  fuccefs  of  this  method, 
reioived  immediately  to  follow  it  in  his 
practice ;  and  prefcribed  the  ufe  of  baths 
moderately  hot;  and  for  food  meat- 
broth,  frcfti  eggs,  chickens,  pidgeont, 
and  other  fowls,  and  cray-filh  ;  and  for 
drink,  an  infufion  of  thea  with  elder 
flowers,  and  a  decoclion  of  lentils  taken 

moderately  hot.   He  alfo  recommends   9 

the  following  precautions.  I.  To  alter  0  taken  off  whh  eafc. 
nothing  in  this  diet.  a.  Never  to  take 
any  thing  heating.  3.  To  be  carefully 
preferved  from  cold,  especially  in  com- 
ing out  of  the  bath,  or  at  the  time  it  is 
taken.  4.  To  make  ufe  of  water  nei- 
ther hot  nor  cold,  y  Not  to  feed  the 
patient  too  much.  o.  To  give  him  of- 
ten, during  the  eruption  and  the  fup- 
pUMtion,  milk  boiled  with  a  little  fngar. 
7.  To  continue  this  drink  till  thepuf- 
tulcs  dry  off.  it  which  time  new  eggs 
may  fafely  be  eaten.  8.  To  take,  To 
long  as  the  fever  lads,  cooling  remedies 
to  abate  its  violence. 

As  to  the  ule  of  the  bath,  he  hath 
prolonged  it  to  one  hour  and  a  half,  and 
prefcribes  k  twice  a  day,  once  in  the 
morning  when  the  patient  wakes,  and 
about  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  He 
orders  It  as  foon  as  the  fever  is  percei- 
ved.

to  recruit  them,  and  fooner,  as  his  poor  iub- 
jecls  are  in  want  of  bread.  On  this  oc cation 
is  quoted  a  politic  ftratagem  of  Lewis  XIV.

Of  the  New-invented  Burning  Glafs. 
\  From  ftVPhilof.  Tranf.  N°  4S3. 

BY  two  letters  communicated  to  the 
royal  fociety,  one  from  Mr  Tnrhc- 
rilfe  Needham  [tt>  Or  James  Paribus]  the 
other  from  the  marquis  Nieclini  to  the 
prelident,  the  following  account  is  gi- 
ven of  the  contlruction  and  effects  of 
the  new  burning  fpeculurn,  invented  by 
M.  de  Buffon,    (jee  JW.  xvn.  p.  246.) 

This  machine  (as  we  had  fa  id)  con- 
lifts  of  a  number  of  plain  fan  11  mirrors, 
lb  mounted  on  a  wooden  frame,  at  a  o 
quarter  of  an  inch  diilance,  that  each, 
by  means  of  $  moveable  ferews,  which 
the  operator  commands  from  behind, 
may  be  inclined  to  any  angle  in  any  di- 
rection that  meets  the  iim,  and  the  fo- 
lar  images  of  all  rendered  co-incidenr. 
^—Twenty -four  mirrors,  about  4  by  3 
inches  ftpiare,  thus  mounted,  kinalcd  a  q 
combuilible  matter  prepared  of  pitch 
and  tow,  daubed  on  a  deal  board,  in  a 
few  feconds,  at  the  di (lance  of  66  French 
feet.— A  like  combination  of  16S1 
giaffos,  each  6  inches  fquare,  melted  iii- 
ver  at  the  diftance  ef  60  feet,  and  kin- 
dled iome  boards  of  beech  with  the  faint  H 
rays  of  the  fun  in  March*  at  the  diftance 
1  co  feet.  By  increaftng  the  number, 
M.  Bujbn  hopes  to  produce  the  fame  ef- 


fect at  900  feet  diftance,  and  thinks  he 
has  recovered  the  burning  glafTea  of  At' 
ehvnedes. 

This  machine  has  the  advantage  of 
burning  downward  or  horizontally,  and 
in  its  grcateft  focuc,  or  any  nearer  in- 
Aterval,  which  the  common  burning 
glaflcs  will  not  do,  tlieir  focus  being 
tix'd  and  determined.

'All  endeavours  were  then  ufedto 
fubdtie  the  fire,  and  feve,  if  poflible,  the  ad- 
joining large  Jmfon;  there  was  fuch  a  (form  0/ 
wind  and  rain,  as  I  fcjrce  ever  have  feen  ;  and 
th-  i'parks  and  flames  drove  fo  far,  I  expected 
one  quarter  of  the  town  would  have  been  laid 
in  attics,  and  my  own  houfe  not  100  yards  off. 
The  officers  prifcm  joining  the  faid  back-re* 
E  turn  was  on  fire,  and  is  partly  pulled  down, 
b  it  extinguiflird  by  fix  in  the  morning  5  the 
large  priton  roof  much  damaged,  &c. 

Ycfterday  morning  I  called  all  thefe  prifon* 
ers  into  an  open  field,  where  I  kept  them  fome 
hours  tn  air  them,beuig  a  fine  day  ;  upon  a  cor* 
reft  mufter  $±  were  mining,  which  1  believe  all 
perilled  5  and  15  were  that  night  conveyed  to 
_  hofpitals,  with  broken  limbs,  fcorched  and 
*  burnt.  Already  39  remains  of  bodies  tre  fbnnd 
in  the  ruins,  and  interred  $  die  reft  are  not  jet 
come  at,  or  q«ite  confutn'd.

A  MONG  ;hc  Marq.  of  Worcefter1*  inventions  in  your  laft,  p.  9,  I  fin^U  No.  4.  a 
Xx  method  of  reprelenting  the  24  letters  Iby  points  only.— This  I  conceive  may 
be  done  thus :  Rule  the  paper  with  t  black-lead  pencil,  in  quaternions  of  lines,  as 
if  for  mufick  (in  which  4  lines  only  were  anciently  us'd  \)  and  let  the  points  repre- 
senting the  letters  be  placed  on  or  between  the  lines,  as  in  the  following  fpecimen; 
one  half  of  the  alphabet  to  afcend  in  the  fcale,  and  to  be  done  with  cwmun  ink, 
and  the  other  to  defcend,  and  to  be  done  with  red  ink  [the  red  ink  pen  in  one  hand, 
the  black  in  the  other.]  But  i  here  ufe  the  letters  themfelvcs  inftead  of  the  points, 
and  thofe  in  a  Roman  chancier  may  ftand  for  the  common t  and  the  Italicks  tor  the 
ltd  ink.

This  might  be  improved,  fo  that  only  one  fort  of  ink  might  fervc,  by  ufing  dots

IfJgY  a  letter  from  Conrad 
IR$fir,  E(q;  interpreter 
co  this  province,  who 
attended  the  Ohio  Indi- 
ans at  the  late  treaty 
there,  there  is  advice, 
tEat  iincc'ui  return  home  he  has  receiv- 
ed bteUkenee,  that  the  Gecbdugecbroa- 
nus  and  tine  Runategtoechfuchruanus,  two 
ftrong  nations  of  Indians,  who  live 
weitward  of  the  Lakes,  not  far  from 
Mtffijfypi,  had  been  induced  by  the 
trench  to  take  op  their  hatchet  againft 
the  Engtijb ;  and  feme  time  laft  fummer 
feverafnundreds  of  them  were  on  their 
inarch  to  make  mvafions  on  this  and  the 
neighbouring  provinces;  but  meeting 
with  the  Tmgtwees,  who  told  them,  if 
they  attacked  the  Enghjh,  who  were*  al- 
lies of  the  fix  nations,  it  would  be  the 
fame  thing  as  declaring  war  againft  thofc 
nations,  they  were  prevailed  on  to  re- 
turn back  again.

HAVING  had  a  (Hong  ambition  to  be 
known  to  Dr  Swift  t  as  Dr  Delany  had 
recommended  and  introduced  Mr  Piliington  to 
kirn,  I  thought  it  hard  to  be  excluded  from  the 
delight  and  lnftruction  of  fuch  converfation  \ 
and  having  often  remonftrated  on  that  bead, 
to  no  purpofe,  I  at  laft  told  them  (for  I  wis 
pretty  pert;  «  that  thev  were  envious,  and  j) 
*  would  not  let  me  fee  the  Dean,  knowing  how 
'  much  I  furpafled  them  all.*  This  fet  them 
■  laughing,  and  as  they  were  to  meet  the  next 
day  at  the  Dean's  hotife  to  keep  the  anniver- 
fary  of  his  birth-day,  1  enclofed  to  Dr  Delany 
the  following  lines  : 

7*0  the  Rev*  Dr  Swift.   On  bis  3:rth-day. 

WHile  I  the  god-like  men  of  old, 
In  admiration  wrapt,  behold ! 
Rever'd  antiquity  explore, 
And  turn  the  long-liv'd  volumes  o*er, 
Where  Cato,  Plutarch,  Flaccns  fhine 
In  ev'ry  excellence  divine ;

A  moft 
welcome  meirage  ro  me ! 

A  few  days  after,  he  fent  the  Dr  word,  ho 
would  dine  with  him  at  Dehville,  and  defired 
to  meet  Mr  and  Mrs  Pilklngton  th-re  :  I  o- 
beyed  this  welcome  fummons,  and  a  gentlewo- 
man was  fo  kind  as  to  call  on  me  to  go  with 
her^  when  we  arrived,  Dr  Delany,  the  Dean, 
and  Mr  Pilkington  were  walking  in  the  garden; 
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communion  is  adsniniftred  every  Sunday  in  this 
antique  church,  dedicated  ro  St  Patrick,  the 
firft  prelate  who  taught  the  gofpel  in  Ireland', 
1  was  charmed  to  fee  with  what  a  becoming  pi- 
ety the  Dean  performed  that  foJemn  fervice, 
*  which  he  had  fo  much  at  heart,  that  he  want-

The  feve- 
ra]  edicts  and  declarations  which  your 
parliament  hath  verified  fihee  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war,  fufficiendy  fhew 
Siat  you  are  the  richeft  and  Imoft  pow- 
erful fovereign  in  Europe,  becaufe  von 
have  the  molt  dutiful  fubjecls :  But. 
Sire,  all  tilings  have  their  bounds  and 
limits ;  and  tho'  our  obedience  knows 
none  but  thofe  of  your  power,  yet 
there  are  periods  at  which  the  power 
of  kings  will  {lop  of  itfelf,  becacue  it  is 
always  directed  [monftrous  aflertionfj 
by  juftice  and  wifdom.  The  fewer 
obftacles  they  meet  with  in  the  execu- 
tion of  their  will,  the  more  they  are 
afraid  to  exhauft  their  forces.  None 
of  us  is  ignorant  of  the  extraordinary 
expences  which  the  prelent  fituation 
of  affairs  reouires  of  you,  and  we  are 
fenfiWe  of  the  rail  extent  of  our  duty 
on  this  fcore.  Obliged  to  facrifice  our 
very  liven  to  the  fafety  of  the  ftate, 
how  r^uld  we  refufc  it  the  tender  Qt 
our  fortunes?   But  'tis  not  the  ita-

eir  nature  and  duration  only  affright

iandy  foils  nothing  more  than  this  is  re- 
quifite  ;  for  the  roots  of  the  young  trees 
finding  a  foil  light,  and  eafily  to  be  di- 
vided, fpread  without  obftruccion,  and 
are  nourifhed  by  all  the  juices  and  moi- 
fture  furnifhed  by  the  earth,  rams  and 
dews,  which  quickly  penetrate  the  loolc 
texture  of  this  ground. 

But  in  an  hard  foil,  a  very  aifferent 
method  muft  be  purfued,  and  alter  all, 
iuecefs  is  more  uncertain.  A  previous 
ploughing  of  this  kind  of  ground  is  not 
only  ufclcfs  but  detrimental :  the  beft 
way  of  planting  the  acorns  here  is  with 
a  pricker,  without  any  previous  culti- 
vation of  the  foil.   The  height  gained 
by  the  young  (hoots  the  firft  year  muft 
be  carefully  remarked  ;  and  it  mult  be 
alfo  noted  whether  they  have  pufhed  out 
more  vigoroufly  the  fecond  than  the 
Jirft,  and  the  third  than  the  fecond  year. 
While  their  growth  continues  to  in- 
creafe,  or  fo  long  as  it  does  not  dimi- 
nifh,  nothing  mull  be  done ;  but  it  will 
generally  be  perceived  that,  on  the  third 
year,  the  growth  will  be  diminifhed, 
and  if  they  are  fufFered  to  Hand  the  4th, 
cth,  and  Oth,  their  growth  each  year 
will  be  ftill  lefs  and  lefs  :  and  whenever 
thishappens,\vithout  having  been  caufed 
by  fevere  frofts,  or  other  extraordinary 
accidents,  the  young  tree  fhould  be  cut 
down  to  the  ground  in  the  month  ot 
Marcb%  by  winch,  many  years  will  be 
gained  in  the  whole  of  its  growth  ;  for 
the  young  fhoot,  left  to  itfelf  in  aftiff 
and  hard  foil,  has  not  ftrength  to  extend 
its  roots,  which,  too  flrongly  refitted, 
return  on  themfclvcs  :  the  efforts  made 
by  the  fmall  tender  fibres,  which  are 
the  proper  canals  of  nourifhrocnt,  are  in- 
effectual ;  the  tree  therefore,  deprived 
of  nourifhment,  languifhes,  and  its  pro- 
grefs  is  annually  lefs ;  but  if  this  tree  is 
cut  down,  the  whole  force  of  the  lap  is 
exerted  on  the  root  ;  all  the  fibres  are 
expanded,  and  piercing  the  foil  with 
greater  force  than  they  arercfilted,  open 
for  themfclves  new  ways,  and  by  this 
acceffion  of  Urength,  accumulate  the 
nourifhing  vegetative  juices  fo  as  to  pro- 
duce a  flioot.  in  one  year,  more  vigo- 
rous and  tall,  than  that  of  three  years 
growth  before  it  was  cut  down. 

In  exceifive  hard  and  tough  earths, 
after  having  cut  away  the  young  fhoot 
at  the  end  of  two  years,  it  has  been 
found  neceiTary  to  cut  it  down  again  at 
the  end  of  4  other  years,  upon  obicrvmg 
it  to  languilh ;  and  this  method  has  on 
iryal  fucceedtd  fo  wUl  as  to  prove  ex- 
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perimcntally,  that  cutting  down  young 
ihoots  at  a  proper  time  is  the  beft  and 
only  culture  neceiTary  to  improve  wood- 
land in  the  higheft  degree  yet  known ; 
and  inftead  of  hindering,  it  furpriiing- 
lv  accelerates  the  growth  of  trees,  even 
A  fo  as  to  gain  feveral  years  advantage  of 
thofe  that  have  not  been  cut. 

OF  all  the  calamities  to  which  hu-

The 
oblcrv.ii ion  tb.it  bis  imagination  would 
probably  have  been  more  fruitful  and 
jpri^biiy,  if  bis  judgment  bad  been  lefs 
jevere,  may.be  anfwer'd,  by  a  remarker 
fome  what  inclined  to  cavil,  by  a  contra- 
ry fupi>:;iition.  that  bis  judgment  would 
proltWty  b.s'e  been  lefs  fever e,  if 'his  ima- 
gination Ltd  been  more  fruitfuf.

He  that  can  abftraft  his  mind  from 
the  elegance  of  the  poetry,  and  con- 
fine it  to  the  fenfe  of  the  precepts,  will 
find  no  other  direction,  than  that  the 
author  fhould  be  tuitable  to  the  tranfla- 
tor's  genius;  that  he  fhould  be  fuch  as 
may  defer ve  a  tnnfl.ition ;  that  he  who 
intends  to  t  ran  Hate  him,  fhould  endea- 
vour rounderftand  him;  that  pcrfpicu- 
ity  Ihould  be  ftndied,  and  unufual  or 
uncouth  names  fpiringly  interted, 
and  that  the  (tile  Of  the  original  fhould 
be  copied  in  its  elevation  and  depreffi- 
on.  Fliefe  arc  the  rules  which  are  ce- 
lebrated as  fo  definite  and  fo  important, 
and  for  the  delivery  ot  which  to  man- 
kind, fo  much  honour  has  been  paid. 
Ro [common  has,  indeed,  delerved  his 
honour?,  had  they  been  given  with 
dilccrnment,  and  bellowed  not  on  the 
rules  thcmielves,  but  the  art  with  which 
they  arc  introduced,  and  the  decorati- 
ons with  which  they  are  adorned.

O^HE  author.  Cardinal  PaY&JMty  had; 
*  in  loo^rrequent  difpmes  with  the 
late  celebrated  M.  Boyle  on  the  lubjec? 
of  religion,  from  whlcn,  being  animated 
with  a  zeal  for  truth  and  virtue,  he  con- 
ceived the  firft  defign  of  this  great  work. 

As  Lucretius  had  embel lifted  the  fal- 
lacious realonings  of  the  Epicurean  phi- 
lofophy,  with  ail  the  beauties  of  poetry, 
fo  rohgnac  was  defirous  to  enforce  and 
adorn,  with  all  the  power  of  eloquence, 


fidence,  for  he  applied  the  whole  re* 
ihairiderof  his  lite  to  render  the  Anti- 
lucretius  fit  for  the  prefs. 

He  did  not  however  trull  entirely  to 
his  own  judgment,  but  fubmitted  the 
A  manufcript  to  a  great  variety  of  pcrfons 
eminent  for  genius  and  learning ;  the 
moil  celebrated  I/mguifts  and  Poets 
were  eonfulted  on  the  purity  of  the  lan- 
guage, and  the  elegance  of  the  vcrfei 
and  the  advice  of  all  the  literati  in  Eu- 
rope was  taken  on  thole  paflages,  which 
relate  to  the  favourite  object  of  tlieir 


and  all  the  harmony  of  numbers,  the  H  ^  gnd  ^  fcicnces  in-  which  thcy 
*£S^J¥X^.  l^i^I^     principally  excelled 


cxillcnceof  a  deity,  and  totally  to  over-, 
throw  the  hypothefis  of  Epicurus, 

He  reured,  therefore,  to  his  abbey 
ie  Bon  P*r>',,  and  in  four  years  compo- 
sed his  Anti-Lucretius*  then  confuting  of 
five  books ;  after  this  repairing  to  Paris, 
he  read  his  pocta  to  fevcnl  learned  men*.  <" 
among  whom  were  Maforanche  and 
Bateau,  from  whole  praiie  and  remarks 
he  drew  great  honour  and  advantage. 

He  coniulted  alfo  the  mod  eminent 
Carteftans,  that  philofophv,.  on  which 
he  had  in  a  great  mcafure  built  hit 
poem,  being  then  almoll  univerfally  re- 
ceived with  the  highell  applaufe ;  and  1 
indeed,  as  there  was  not  any  perion  ce- 
lebrated for  learning  or  genius  in  Europe, 
to  whom  he  did  not  communicate  his 
Anti-Luirsiius,  it  is  not  llrange  that  it 
obtained  an  extenfive  and  early  fame, 
and  that  it  was  every  where  fought  after 
to  be  heard,  read,  or  copy'd.  The 
duke  du  Maine  tranflated  the  firft  book 
into  French^  and  the  duke  of  Burgunay 
cither  parts  t  thefe  verfions  were  (hewn 
to  the  late  Louis  XIV.  who  took  great 
pleafure  in  reading,  and  repeating  them. 

Pope  Clement  XI.  one  of  the  greateft 
men  that  ever  rilled  the  chair,  teiluied 
his  opinion  of  its  merit  in  the  highell  F 
terms. 

The  cardinal,  while  he  filled  fevcral 
public  and  important  character*,  kept 
nis  poem  in  mind,'  and  eonfulted  men 
of  letters  with  a  view  to  improve  and 
enlarge  it ;  he  foon  perceived  that  the 
Epicureans  were  not  the  only  at  he  i  Its  to 
be  fubdued,  and  accordingly  he  attack-  rt 
ed  Spifto/a  and  liobles  \  nor  did  he  ipare 
philolophcrs,  whofe  tenets  were,  even 
in  his  opinion,  much  Ids  dangerous. 

The  work,  which  during  the  greateft 
part  of  hb  life  had  beep  the  chiej  objeft 
of  his  attention,*  kept  pom  (Bon  ox  his 
mind  to  ihe  Uii  j  a -few  cUy.  before  he 
died,  l.c  nut  the  manufcript  in'o  the 
Jiands  of  M.  !e  AUeRo/beli/j,  his.  iritnxL 
who  hsts  Ihcivn  himiai  worthy  the  cone 


M.  RttiheJiM  did  not  live  to  gather  the? 
fruit  of  his  labour,  bat  having  dedicated 
the  remains  of  his  deceafed  friend  to  the 
prefent  pope,  he  left  it  to  M.  de  Beau, 
to  publiih  it,  without  any  alteration; 
he  alfo  engaged  M.  de  Beurgouvii/e  to 
tranllate  it  into  Frencb.f 

As,  befides  tranflations,  feveral  Letiat 
editions  of  this  work  are  printing  in  e- 
very  nation,  there  can  fcarce  be  a  doubt, 
but  the  fame  of  the  original,  which  is 
followed  as  near  as  poetical  language 
permits,  will  render  an  Englijb  edition 
p  not  left  acceptable  in  a  country,  where 
the  work  to  which  it  is  reckoned  an  An- 
tidote, has  been  fo  long  familiarly  read, 
and  is  fo  induftrioufly  publifhea.

I  orderM  them  for  Mont- 
serrat,  but  could  not  go  myfelf,  being  on  my  parole.  In  their  paiTage  they  were  met  bv  one  ot  our 
men  of  war,  who  brought  the  floop  to,  and  detain M  her  as  a  prize,  which  has  grievM  me  much, 

as  I  hopM  by  her  to  retrieve  my  former  loit.  During  my  flay  at  Mjrtinico  wrrc  brought  in 

there  four  Bofton  vellels,  two  Dublin,  two  Rhode  Ifland,  two  Cork,  one  Gnn^annn,  rnd  one 
Caroiinaman  ;  and  it  is  faid  that  above  100  veJTcls  have,  within  thcJe  three  months  xb<awvc«r{A 
frto  Martinico  and  Guardaloup.

in  copper,  as  an  improvement  of  that 
JV.  IV.  p.  c,6c,  which  was  exhibited 
for  illuftrating  the  Prize  Poems  #*  Afir*- 
nomx,  and  have  made  two  rings  upon 
Saturn ;  the  fituation  of  which  wc  can-  ' 
A  not  pretend  are  exactly  marked,  the 
engraver  having  too  nattily  put  them 
over  different  parts  of  his  orb,  whocas. 
they  fhould  have  been  concentric  one 
within  the  other.  A  learned  obfervator 
has  favoured  us  with  the  following 
oblervations. 
o  Saturn  with  his  ring  affords  one  of 
the  moil  extraordinary  and  furpriung 
phenomena  in  our  folar  fyftem.  Mr 
Hu\gcns  was  the  firft  who  difcoverad, 
and"  proved,  that  the  various  phafea  ef 
this  ulanet  proceed  from  its  having  a 
broad  annu/us,  or  ring  of  folid  matter, 
environing  his  body,  hut  every  where 
£  detached  from  it.  The  reader  may 
pleaie  to  confult  the  admirable  little 
treatifc  which  Huygens  wrote  exprefsly 
on  this  fubjeft,  for  further  fatisfaaioa. 

The  late  John  Hadfey,  Efq;  to.  whom 
we  are  greatly  beholden  for  the  pains  he 
took  to  bring  Sir  Ijaac  Aw/w's  inven- 
tion of  reflecting  telefcopes  toanuncx- 
D  peeled  degree  of  perfection,  difcerned 
by  a  five  loot  rcfic&or,  a  certain  dark 
circle  on  the  ring,  parallel  to  its  mar- 
gin, which  himlelf  and  others  have 
iuipected  to  be  an  interftice  void  of 
matter ;  fo  that  inftead  of  one,  'tis  pro- 
bable Saturn  is  furrounded  with  two 
rings  at  leall,  rf  not  with  more:  For 
the  fame  Mr  Had/ey  acquainted  fome  of 
his  friends,  that  hie  once  happening  to 
view  Saturn  in  an  uncommonly  terene 
air,  fancied,  that  he  (aw  leveral  fuch 
black  circles,  concentric  to  one  another, 
tho'  he  never  could  get  a  fight  of  them 
afterwards.  We  have,  however,  great 
room  ro  hope,  that  by  means  ot  the 
magnificent  12  foot  reflector,  which 
Mr  Short  has  lately  finimcd,  and  let  up 
in  Marlbrougb  gardens,  we  may,  when 
Saturn  gets  into  the  more  Northern 
figns,  be  better  iatisfy'd  in  this  matter.

Are  to  the  jealous  confirmations  flrcng  : 
So  fhe  waited  for  no* other  proof  of  his 
infidel  ky,  nor  any  excufc  for  the  wrong 
done  her,  but  fuddenly  drew  his  dag- 
ger and  difpatched  him.  She  was  foon 
confined  and  brought  to  trial  ;  and, 
when  every  one  expected  fhe  would  be 
call  for  her  life,  her  judges  gave  it  this 
turn :  That  it  was  not  malice  fore- 
thought, but  excefs  of  love  that  prompt- 
ed her  to  the  rafh  deed ;  whereupon  fhe 
was  acquitted  :  but  the  nice  cafuifts 
thought  fhe  mould  in  honour  have 
hanged  hcrfelf.  This  inftance  (hews 
How  facred  a  thing  love  is  judged  there 
to  be,  though  in  a  itatc  of  concubinage 
only.  And  the  moral  good  or  evil  of 
ibme  actions  are  hard  to  be  determined, 
while  different  governments  have  dif- 
ferent cuftoms. 

How  agreeable  foever  thefe  practices 
are  to  the  Creole  Spaniards,  yet  they 
caufe  a  great  inconvenience  to  lociety  :

LOCUSTS. 

THE  prefent  appearance  of*  fome 
stkanob  Insects  amongft  us 
having  alarmed  the  country,  and  occa-  B 
ftonecT many  controverfies  on  the  means 
if  their  reaching  this  ISLAND, 
(which  feems  by  nature  not  very  cafy  of 
uccdi  to  enemies  of  this  kind,  anymore 
than  to  thofe  of  our  own  fpectes)  we 
have  made  the  following  extracts  from 
Sir  Hans  Sfa*e**  Natural  Hi/lory  0/ Ja- 
maica ;  wherein  he  fays,  that   *  CoL  C 
*  Nt?db*mf  who  had  lived  fome  time 
In  Tewertf,  told  him,  that  in  the  year 
1649,  loculls  deftroy'd  all  the  pro-* 
duct  of  thatifland:  Thcyfawthcfci 
come  qtf  from  the  coaft  of  xbrfary,  > 
the  wind  being  a  Levant  from  thencer 
they  Atw  as  nr  as  they  could,  then 
one  alighted  in  the  fea,  and  another  0 
on  it,  To  .  that  one  after  another  they 
made  a  heap  as  big  as  the  greateft  (hip 
above  water,  and  were  elteemcd  al- 
moffc  ar  many  under.   Thofe  above 
water,  next  day,  after  the  fun's  rc- 
frefliing  them,  took  flight  again,  and 
came  in  clouds  to  the  ifland,  from  g 
whence  they  had  perceiv'd  them  in 
the  air,  and  had  gathered  all  the  fol- 
diers  of  the  ifland  and  of  Liguna 
together,  being  7  or  8000  men,  who 
laying,  aide  their  arms,  fome  took 
bags,  fome  fpades,  and  having  notice 
by  their  fcouts  from  the  hills  where 
they  alighted,  they  went  ilraic  thi-  p 
thcr,  made  trenches,  and  brought 
their  bags  full,  and  covered  thun 
with  mould.    This  did  not  do,  for 
fome  of  the  loculls  efcaped,  or  being 
call  on  thefhoar,  were  revived  by 
the  fun,  and  flew  about  and  deitroyed 
all  the  vineyards  and  trees.

After  many 
other  malicious  feoffs,  they  ordered  his 
hofe  to  be  cut  off,  then  his  privy  pans, 
after  an  interval  to  prolong  his  miierv  ; 
and  thus  by  flow  degrees  took  away  bis 
life.  The  Puke,  alloniQied  at  thii  hor- 
rid relation,  ordered  him  out  of  his  fight. 
Th©  wretch*  who  is  no  more  than  22, 
is  now  in  tiorjbam  goal,— And  on  the 
loth  Eftz.  Payue,  who  kept  the  inn  at 
Kimlamfs  Cajffc,  and  her  two  fons,  men 
grown,  were  committed  to  Wincbefter 
goal,  as  accomplices  in  this  cruel  murder.

AN  Ostrich  is  the  largeft  of  all 
birds,  and  is  f.om  6  to  8  ftef 
high  :  it  has  two  claws  upon  each  foot, 
one  fliorter  than  the  other,  the  fhorter 
having  no  nail;  the  grain  of  the  foot 
is  like  that  of  the  fktn  of  an  elephant,  ? 
though  not  lb  hard,  for  it  will  yield  on 
predure,  like  the  foot  of  a  camd,  there 
being  feet  under  it,  and  by  this  means 
it  treads  without  noife  ;  above  the 
claws  the  ficin  is  fcaley,  and  every  fcale 
an  irregular  quadrangle,  or  pentagon, 
(bmetimes  a  hexagon  ;  upon  the  brealt  r 
is  an  hard,  calJous,  dark  lubftance,  of  an  0 
oval  figure,  and  about  4  inches  in 
length,  and  another  fomewhst  longer, 
hit  narrower  cn  the  os  pubis.
